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PREFACE 


This Schimelpfenig Family History of the descendants of Julius 
Frederick Schimelpfenig and Caroline Brandenburg Schimelpfenig 
was prepared to provide a legacy to a family name that is not 
only a rarity in Minnesota and other states, but also is nearing 
extinction. In my younger days I was tempted many times to change 
or shorten my surname, but as I grew older and matured I began to 
realize that a family name is one to be cherished and honored in 
respect to all those before us who gave us what we are. I was 
introduced to Genealogy in 1987 through a mail advertisement from 
a Lady in Pennsylvania, and who claimed to be related to the 
Schimelpfenigs (Ha-Ha I thought). So I ordered the book, not 
expecting too much. Low and behold it arrived a month after 
promised and listed 69 Schimelpfenig Families living through-out 
the United States. This incited additional interest. Being some- 
what involved with computers, I stopped in at a software store 
looking for a program that would simplify my new interest. Sorry 
to say I was advised not much is available, but was told "go over 
to the Mormon Library in Oakland - they may have something you 
could use." It was there at the Mormon Library that I received, 
through an expert consultor, proper direction in a new hobby 
that has taken me to the National Archives man times, Pommerania 
twice, the Hamburg Passenger Museum, Salt Lake City Genealogical 
Library, and I cannot count how many other libraries, seminars, 
etc. - but it has been great fun. I only hope each of you who 
reads about or ponders over your cousins or friends, enjoys it as 
much as I have had researching and gathering what is contained in 
the following pages. 


As we pass through the document, we realize that very few boys 
were born after those in Emil’s family. This has left me and my 
son as the only living direct line of the Schimelpfenig name here 
in the United States. To try to find other possible relatives to 
Julius, I have contacted other Schimelpfenigs in Norwood, MN, 
Batavia, IL and Keokuk, IA. I have not been able to find any 
proof of relationship between any of them. In my earlier research 
I found three or four Schimelpfenigs living in Batavia, IL 
around the 1860s but cannot say that they were related to each 
other in any way. I have had a great amount of help from Marilyn 
Wenberg of Batavia, who’s Great-Great Grandmother was Caroline 
Schimelpfenig and lived in Batavia. She has been very kind giving 
me a copy of passports when her family came from Hamburg, on the 
same ship as Julius, but to this date I cannot link them togeth- 
er. If anyone knows of any other relatives, or has any item of 
information about probable relatives, please send the information 
to me. 
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I wish to thank those who have helped me in my research - my 
sister Ruth who had the right answers in Batavia, my son who did 
the interpreting at the German Border Crossings, Francis Proulx 
for her diligence with all the Pichners, Dorothy Jackson for all 
the family in Montana & Washington - but most of all Sarah 
"Toots" Moreau who has the best collection of information and 
such interesting pictures of all the Clan, and who was so gra- 
cious in sharing for all to see. One person that I cannot thank 
now is Toot’s Mother, Clara Schimelpfenig Miller, who when I was 
a youngster told me about relatives in Germany. At the time I 
paid little attention. I only wish I could converse with her now 
when the desire to know about my ancestry is at a high ebb. The 
purpose of this book is to make available information to younger 
cousins when their curiosity grows to ask "Where did I come from 
and why am I as I am?" 


I am sorry that a picture of Julius is not available (to the best 
of my knowledge) so his picture space is vacant waiting for 
someone to find one and forward it for inclusion in a future 
publication. It is my belief someone may have a picture tucked 
away ina bible, trunk or some other album. If anyone does find 
one, please send it or a copy to me so that it may be shared by 
ais. 


Information about Clement L. Schimelpfenig and his family is 
sketchy and incomplete. If someone from that family, or anyone 
else who is interested in Genealogy, has any information please 
send it to me so that it can be included in a future up-date or 
in the next publication. 


I have attempted to produce herein a document that as accurately 
as possible portrays the Schimelpfenig lineage in America to it’s 
present date. Information and photographs were submitted and used 
without bias. I have tried to add as much human interest as 
possible and still stay within proper genealogical editing proce- 
dures.

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INTRODUCTION 


To the best of my knowledge through early census reports and the 
Hamburg Passenger List, our ancestors Julius Schimelpfenig, 
Caroline Brandenburg and Caroline Dettmann were born and raised 
in Prussia and emigrated to this country to find a "better life". 
All came to the Upper Midwest in a time frame of 1856 through 
1866. The printing press had been invented and in use in Europe 
many years before, so excellent records had been kept. But to a 
Researcher in Genealogy looking for persons who had left from 
East European Countries, World War II has caused a dilemma in 
that those records had been destroyed or relocated when millions 
of people were displaced in the period of 1945-1948. This is 
especially true for us because our area of interest in 
Pomerania/Prussia as it existed in the mid 1800s is now Poland. 
To complicate matters more, Communism has not been kind to those 
of German Ancestry and has destroyed everything possible to 
include renaming all of the towns and cities, etc.

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INTRODUCTION 2: 


But first, let us review a little history about Prussia and about 
the Duchy of Pomerania. In little more than two centuries Prussia 
rose from medieval obscurity and the devastation of the Thirty 
Years War to become the dominant power of continental Europe. Her 
rulers rose from Electors to Kings to Emperors. It is a dramatic 
story and it has a powerful cast. 


A synopsis would begin in the 1200s with settlers from all parts 
of North and Northwestern Germany, and from the Southwest reset- 
tling into Pomerania and East Prussia. Agriculture was, and still 
is, the primary employer in the area. Even up until the mid 
1800s, only a quarter of the population lived in towns. In 1648 
Hinter Pomerania was acquired by the King of Sweden through the 
Treaty of Westphalia. On 30 April 1683 two alliance treaties were 
concluded, one between France and Brandenburg-Prussia, the other 
between France, Brandenburg-Prussia and Denmark. Sweden then was 
to be expelled from Pomerania. Frederick William, known as the 
Great Elector, had succeeded in transforming his state into a 
formidable power. On the 18th of January 1701 Frederick III, 
Frederick William’s son, crowned himself King of Prussia. Six 
generations followed as Kings of Prussia, ending with the death 
of William I in 1888. Prussia then was fused into the German 
State. William I’s son Frederick III became Germany’s first 
Emperor (1888), and his son William II was the last of Germany’s 
Emperors (1914). Frederick, Fredricka, William and Wilhelmina 
were all blood line names that were also attached to many common- 
ers who were born in the country, and thus those names show up in 
our ancestry. 


Protestantism was adopted as the state religion by Frederick 
William the Great Elector, and continued by subsequent rulers. 
Catholicism continued in the southern states of Germany. In 
Europe all peoples who were subject to an Elector, a King or an 
Emperor, would be bound to practice the same religion as their 
leader. 


Many think of Prussia as a great military oriented country. After 
reading "A History of Prussia" written by H. W. Koch, I realize 
that raising armies was conducted by all countries of Europe and 
that each in turn marched over neighbor’s territories many times. 
Although Prussia had a sizable standing army, they had conducted 
only two aggressive wars to expand their territory, one in 1740 
and the other in 1866. The notoriety of the Prussian Army came 
about through one skirmish in Silesia whereby a small force 
defeated an Austrian force three times it’s size by maneuvering 
and flanking attacks. It is known that discipline was always an 
SYerriding principle in the.Army’s success, but also that 
Prussian Army Officers were very arrogant.

The place of origin of Julius Frederick Schimelpfenig is given on 
the Hamburg Passenger List as Labes, Prussia. Doing research of 
other Schimelpfenigs, I have found they have come from nearby 
towns of Schivel-Bein, Belgard, Grabow, Zietlow, Technow, Retzin, 
Briesen and Labenz. All of these towns are within a 30 to 50 mile 
area, so it is a reasonable assumption that Kreis (County) Regen- 
walde is the place where Julius emigrated from. This part of the 
country is Similar to west of Faribault - gently rolling with 
lakes and interspersed wooded areas. The Baltic Sea is but an 
hours drive north. Berlin is west and south approximately 3 hours 
by car. The countryside is dotted with farms including well known 
horse stud farms. There are also many pig farms. When we were 
there during the end of November, there was snow on the ground, 
daybreak was around 8:30 and darkness settled in at around 4:00. 
The days were very dreary. The next summer we were there in 
August with long days like Minnesota. I looked around and would 
believe I was in Rice County except for the difference in agri- 
culture machinery and other equipment.

The following map includes present day Polish names for towns. If 
you look carefully; you can see the dutobahn from Berlin to 


Szczecin and the border crossing at Pomellen/Kolbaskowo which was 


by far the most difficult of any border crossings we had to 


negotiate. When we went through in November the East German 
Guards made us remove everything from our pockets, searched our 
suitcases thoroughly and then interrogated us for an hour and a 
half at least. The Polish Guards were extremely sociable offering 
lots of tips for us when we got to Szczecin. In the summer when 
we returned from Poland through this same border crossing, our 
wait was around four hours in a line of cars miles long. This was 
the only problems we encountered. The roads were in excellent 


shape, all blacktop and generally nice and straight. 
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The town of Lobez (Labes in German) is circled on the right side 
of the map. Resko is the former seat of Kreis Regenwalde. The 


Baltic seaport city of Szczecin was formerly known as Stettin:.

Regenwalde, Pomerania, Prussia. Died, 6 Aug 1904, in Faribault, Rice Co, 
Minnesota. Naturalized: 10 May 1864, in Kane Cnty Cir Ct, State of IL. Burial: 
9 Aug 1904, in Maple Lawn Cem, Lot 9, Sec A, Faribault, MN. Immigration: Aug 
1857, in Batavia, Kabe Co, Illinois. Occupation: Carpenter/Farmer. 


The 1 July 1857 Passenger List for the sailing ship Heinrich Gustav leaving 
from Hamburg bound for Quebec includes Julius Schimelpfenig listed as a 
carpenter by trade. The passenger list was 184 total; 91 male and 93 female; of 
which 132 were adults over 10 years of age, 43 were 10 years to 1 year of age 
and 9 were under one year old (the youngest was three months). Julius and a 
Kruger family of four were listed as coming from Labes, Kreis Regenwalde, 
Prussia. Also on the same ship was a Johan Schimelpfenig Family of five from 
Grabow, Mecklenburg. Sailing ships, at this time, required approximately six 
weeks to cross the Atlantic Ocean against the prevailing Westerlies. The ships 
carried many passengers for their small size, allowing only about 20 square 
feet per passenger below deck. A common ration at that time was 2-1/2 lbs of 
biscuits, 1 1b of wheaten flour, 5 lbs of oatmeal, 2 lbs of rice, 2 lbs of 
molasses and 21 quarts of water per week. 


The 1860 Census for Batavia Township, Kane County, Illinois lists Julius 
Schimelpfenig as 40 years of age, a laborer with place of birth that looks like 
Bion, Ger. Caroline is listed as wife, 33 years of age and place of birth same 
as Julius. 


On the 10th day of May, 1864, Julius Schimelpfenig about the age on thirty one, 
Charles Brandenburg about the age of twenty five and William Brandenburg about 
the age of twenty nine were naturalized in Kane County Circuit Court. The 
records show that each was a witness for the other. Also each renounced all 
allegiance and fidelity to every foreign Prince, Potentate, State, and 
Sovereignty whatever, and more particularly to Frederick William King of 
Prussia whose subject he has heretofore been. 


Excerpt from A History of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, Batavia, 
Illinois published in 1970: 
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FIRST GENERATION 


"Ministers serving Aurora were the first to visit the Batavia Community. In 
1857 H. Rotermund began preaching in private homes and in a hall, upstairs in 
the building now occupied by the Batavia National Bank. He was followed by Rev. 
Musselman, Rev. Rich, and Rev. Siidlireger. An organization was effected in 
1866 by Rev. J.G. Miller. The first members of record were J. Schimelpfenig, 
John Buelter, John Meier, and Mr. Wirke. The church was built in 1866 and 
dedicated free of debt December 2nd of that year by S.A. Jobias, presiding 
elder. The Sunday School was organized in 1868 with C. Brandenburg as the first 
guperintendent." 

The church is still standing to this date in Batavia. J. Schimelpfenig is 
probably Julius in that C. Brandenburg is either Julius’ brother-in-law or 
father-in-law. 


The 1870 Census for Batavia, Kane County, Illinois lists Julius as 35, 
Carpenter, owning real estate valued at $2400 and born in Prussia. Caroline is 
listed as 30, keeping house and born in Prussia. Emil is listed as 10, Clemons 
as 6 and Max as 3, all born in Illinois. 


The obituary for Caroline published in the Feb 6, 1914 issue of the Faribault 
Democrat states she was born in Germany in 1836, came to America in 1857, and 
after some years in Illinois, came to Minnesota in 1875. 

Rice County Real Estate Records show Julius purchased property in Section 32, 
Township 110, Range 19 from Frederich Mahlmann on March 30, 1875. The records 
also show that Julius owned that same parcel of land until August 6, 1904 when 
title was reconveyed to his son Max. 


The obituaries for Julius published in the August 10th, 1904 issue of the 
Faribault Democrat and the August 12th issue of the Faribault Republican lists 
his age as 78 years, had lived in Wheeling until 1884 and then on West /th 
Street until the date of his death, August 6, 1904. The articles go on to say 
"He was a man of the highest character and possessed of many friends. He was a 
good citizen and an honorable man in all respects". The Death Certificate 
recorded in the Rice County Court House gives his age as 78 years, 2 months and 
8 days. It goes on with occupation as retired farmer/carpenter, cause of death 
- paralysis, mother’s name - Carolina and mother’s birthplace - Germany. 
Carolines Death Certificate includes place of death as Cannon City, cause of 
death as Lobar Pneumonia and Cardial Dilation for a duration of 1 month and 10 
days. Her father is listed as Chris Brandenburg and mother listed as Freda 
Brandenburg, but no birthplaces are given. 


He married Caroline Brandenburg, 16 Dec 1859, in Batavia, Kane Co, 
Illinoist. Born, 19 Sep 1836, in Germany. Died, 5 Feb 1914, in Faribault, Rice

Max must have been a gregarious person. The September 
4th issue of the Faribault Daily News has as it's 
headline on the front page "PROMINENT CIVIC FIGURE IN 
CITY DIES SUDDENLY". The article gives a synopsis of his 
life as follows: In early youth he worked for the 
Blodgett Lumber Company. Later he became associated with 
the F.A. Theopold Mercantile Company as a clerk, then a 
traveling salesman and then Vice-President until he 
moved to California in October of 1927. Max was a 
prominent figure in the civic life of Faribault. He was 
an active member of the Elks Lodge No. 9, and also 
leading member of the Lions Club. 

Max died in Faribault of a Cereberal Embolus. Also 
listed was Acute Pancreatis with a duration of 1 year 18 
days.

Emil was a farmer for his entire life. He and Caroline were the only ancestors 
to have a large family, five boys and three girls. Cause of death was 
Hemeplegia Sudden (Stroke) Also listed was Hypertension lasting 15 years. 


Frances Pichner remembers her great-grandfather as being very kind and gentle. 
He was at the door waiting for the groceries to be brought in when he had his 
stroke. 


He married Caroline Dettmann, daughter of Joachim Dettmann and Fredricka 
Valendorf, 3 Jun 1884, in East Prairie, Wheeling Tnshp, Rice Co, MN. Born, 2 
May 1859, in Germany. Died, 18 Jun 1946, in Faribault, Rice Co, Minnesota. 
Burial: 20 Jun 1946, in Maple Lawn Cem, Lot 51, Sec B, Faribault, MN. 
Immigration: 1866 (?), in Pennsylvania. Occupation: Homemaker. 


Caroline, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joachim Dettman, was born in Germany. At the 
age of seven years, she came to America with her parents, first to Pennsylvania 
and then to East Prairie where she grew to womanhood. 


Frances Pichner remembers her great-grandmother as a stern cold person. 
Caroline lived with her daughters Clara and Sarah in her declining years.

I was born at Poplar, MT the daughter (oldest of 2) of 
A.L. and Florence (Rounds) Dale. We were married at 
Poplar April 24, 1937 and not long after that Jack was 
transferred from Wolf Point to Great Falls, thence to 
Missoula where he entered the Navy Seabees in June of 
42. Jack and I met at Bozeman in 33 when he was a Senior 

) and I was a Freshman. In 36 he came to Wolf Point from 
Ft. Peck to work in the Public Works Office, and I was 
working there at the time. When we moved to Bozeman in 
48 I went back to school and finally finished in 50 in 
Home Economics Education. Jack was teaching Civil 
Engineering. 


Jack was sent to the Aleutions in July, 1942 after a 
very short training period. When his unit arrived at 
Unalaska and started to unload the ship, they found an 
error had been made and theirs had machete knives and 
mosquito netting and a hold of coffee that had been 
shipped from South America, so they had to build a 
storeroom for the coffee. 


They only kept the men a year (generally) in the 
Aleutions, and the men had a saying that there were 
three kinds of insanity that came from there - The first 
was when you started to talk to the Kiwi birds, the 
second when the birds answered and the third and the 
incurable stage when you said "After the war I’m coming 
back here". 


When they landed at Seattle Jack said the strangest 
sight was to see a child. They had seen nothing but 
adults and the proportions seemed totally strange. 


The battalion was sent to Camp Parks, California but on 
the way they had a bare bones train with a bunch of 
drunken men running it so the Captain pulled the cord 
and stopped it after some scary periods of high speed. 
The crew was kicked off beside the tracks and the 
Seabees took over. They had men in the outfit who were 
capable of doing most everything that was needed to be 
done. In fact the battalions were organized so they 
would be self sufficient when sent to Island "X". They 
even had a Mortician, Doctor, Dentist and all the rest. 
The men took the seats apart to lay out flat so they 
would have a place to sleep, and then they went on to 
San Francisco with no more problems. 


Before Battalion 13 went out again, Jack was stationed 
at Moffett Field and we lived in Palo Alto until the end 
of the war. 
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Back to the 13th before I forget. Before they left 
Virginia they put an ad in the Norfolk paper asking for 
a black cat to take as a mascot when they left. Several 
days later they went into the paper (from Camp Bradford) 
and the Editor was nearly crazy. There were black cats 
everywhere. They finally ended up taking three. Jack 
said at the end of the war when they returned he figured 

: the cats and the rats had intermingled, and he said the 
cats looked like rats and vice versa. 


We lived at 271 Everett when in Palo Alto - just two 
blocks over and parallel to their main street. Probably 
the apartment house is no longer there. It was an 
L-shaped 6-plex and four military couples lived there 
(four with us) and two civilian couples. We were on gas 
rationing so didn’t do much traveling, but could catch 
the train to San Francisco or San Jose to go shopping or 
for sports or recreation as the street car service was 
excellant.

The Thursday, March 22, 1990 issue of the Chaska Herald provided a glimpse into 
the life of Dr. Ted, as follows; 


Known by his nickname Ted, or to many as Doc Shimmy, he was something of an 
institution having practised medicine for more than 50 years in Chaska. Ted 
graduated from the University of Minnesota Medical School and interned at the 
University Hospital before setting up his practise in Chaska in 1929. Ted was 
also on the staff at St. Francis Regional Medical Center in Shakopee since it 
was founded in 1930, and also worked at Eitel, Swedish and Abbott Hospitals in 
Minneapolis. He had his own clinic in Chaska from which he retired in 1984 
after 55 years as a physician and surgeon. 


On March 9, 1929 Ted married Edith Johnson in Minneapolis. They were blessed 
with two daughters, Jane Moore of Philadelphia, PA, and Kathryn Glasser of 
Chaska; five grandsons & one granddaughter; and four great-grandchildren.
